He succeeded in winning c:f- 
the Grand Champion Barrow and the Grand Champion Truckload titles— 
the two major championships awarded at the show. This was only the 
second time in the history of the National Barrow Show that a cross¬ 
bred entry has won the Grand Champion Barrow honor, and Keppy has 
been the heralded owner in both instances. 

Keppy, in starting his drive towards the grand championships 
of the show , placed first in the Lightweight Division (190-210 pounds) 
first in the Mediumweight Division (210-225 pounds), and third and 
fourth, respectively, in the Heavyweight Division (225-240 pounds). 
His first-place Crossbred truckload was a Hamp x York cross. 

It was only two years ago, in 1965, that Keppy also copped both 
the Grand Champion Barrow and Grand Champion Truckload honors. He 
continued his amazing mastery at the show by winning the truckload 

Show in 1966, but was prevented from winning in the individual barrow 
class because of a late entry.
